Her*  were  Ire  ve  men !  In  the  whole 
range  of  hmtrrry,  and  in  all  time,  an  inaUnce 
of  bravery  more  true  cannot  be  found.  It 
gives  to  ue,  at  a  glance,  the  very  summit  of 
human  courage-  -  the  n*  plus  ultra  of  gallant 
intrepidity—  and  the  rarest  eaee  of  alter  de¬ 
fiance  of  danger  in  the  *un pie  path  of  hu¬ 
man  doty,  to  be  found  on  record.  It  ie 
worthy  of  being  written  in  letter*  of  gold, 
and  framed  in  risgia  silver,  and  hung^op  in 
the  house  of  every  man. 

After  Kleber  bad  been  left  by  Kapoleon  in 
command  of  the  French  force*  in  Egypt  he 
sustained  a  number  of  engagements  with 
the  enemy— Turks  and  Hngtish  —  in  not  one 
of  which  was  he  defeated,  and  in  most  of 
which  he  was  signally  victorious,  though  be 
fought  against  armies  from  four  to  six  to 
tea  times  more  Aumeroua  than  hi*  own.  In 
one  of  these  bullies -and  oue,  the  cloning 
scene  of  which  rendered  it  the  most  memor¬ 
able  of  them  all— with  only  two  thousand 
men  he  sustained  himself  during  five  long 
Lvtre  of  continuous  fighting  against  the 
United  onset  of  twenty  thousand  ! 

At  length,  severely  wounded  himself,  his 
little  band  sJokm'.  entirely  surrounded,  and 
„  completely  woru  out,  with  only  a  narrow, 
ro-jJty  defile  through  which  to  ewspc,  ha 
turned  his  thoughts  to  saving  the  remnant 
of  hm  gallant  force.  A  retreat  of  the  whole 
would  mujjily  hare  invited  instant  and  total 
annihilAtion.  I r<  this  extremity  be  saw  his 
only  hope.  One  of  the  bravest  and  moat  I 
trustworthy  officer*  was  a  chief  of  battalion  * 
named  Chevardiu.  This  man  he  summoned, 
ami  to  him  said  : 

"Chevardiu,  if  you  will  take  a  company 
of  your  grenadier*,  and  engage  the  enemy 
at  the  entrance  to  the  revise,  I  will  lead  our 
akitterod  army  away  from  danger.  Mark 
you,  my  dear  brother;  you  will  all  be 
killed,  but  you  will  have  saved  your  com¬ 
rade*." 

Son!  the  noble  ehief  in  response,  “  Save 
tho  army.  General.  The  way  is  open 
now,  and  it  shad  remain  open  while  I  have 

life." 

Then  he  (lashed  away,  and  quickly  select¬ 
ed  b.s  company  of  grenadier— fif^  men — 
and  frankly  presented  to  them  the  situation. 
He  said  to  them,  in  spirit,  a*  Kleber  had 
said  to  liim,  "  Yort  and  I  must  offer'  op  our 
Jives,  but  our  comrade*  we  shall  save  to  bless 
our  memory  for  all  time."

In  the  country  to  the 
south  of  us  the  descent  and  ascent  of  shaft* 
were  made  by  means  of  uotcheJ  log*  These 
were  from  twenty  tu  thirty  feet  long,  ex¬ 
tending  from  level  to  level.  The  logs  or 
ladder*  were  climbed  by  the  sure-footed 
miner*,  the  Aztecs,  and  more  recently  by 
the  Indians,  who  were  engaged  in  the  dia- 
lodgment  of  the  precious  mineral.  The  are 
ww  placed  in  rawhide  bag*  containing  about 
ball  a  bushel,  this  sa  ne  being  rested  upon 
the  back  while  it  was  held  in  position  by 
streps  extending  across  the  shoulders, 
united  in  front  and  fastened  through  its 
own  weight  upon  the  forehead.  "If  a 
mine  were  overflowing  w.th  water  ilia 
troublesome  fluid  vv.  removed  in  these 
bags  in  tha  rune  manner  as  the  ore  by 
the  miners,  who  tediously  climbed  tbe 
notched  poles,  and  whose  notches  an¬ 
swered  the  plane  of  wider  steps  The  are 
was  removed  in  a  manner  almost  a*  tedious. 
Fire*  were  built  against  the  walls  of  tho 
mine,  and  as  their  surface  became  calcined 
the  incinerated  portions  were  dislodgyl  by 
stone  hammer*.  The  melting  was  equally 
as  cumbersome,  being  effected  with  chuvonl 
and  bellows.  Yet  mining  w&s  profitable 
under  these  crude  method*.  It  is  not  sur¬ 
prising,  therefore,  that  wonderful  reports 
continue  to  reach  n«  of  the  richnctts  of  the 
abandoned  old  mine*  of  Sonora,  which, 
with  the  iutrodu -tion  of  modern  ma¬ 
chinery.  worked  by  energetic  and  exper¬ 
ienced  American*,  will  noon  astonish  the 
world  with  the  r  rich  pvjduction.”  In  the 
early  day*  of  the  C mistook  we  have  seen 
these  notched  pole*  in  use  in  the  Mexicm 
mine  in  this  city  ;  also  the  rawhide  Hacks.
